COAST COMMUNICATION. 



From Comoz correspondeuco it will bo buci 
that DO mail oominunioatioD has oxiatcd be- 
tween Viototin and Comox for ihe last twu 
moBtbs. Nothing can bo a sadder coinn 
meptarjr on our trcatmeot of Ibe agrioolturnl 
■ettlemeDts. So long as vre havo no road 
oonneoting (his city with tho various fanning; 
dtatricts aloug llio coast, regular stcniii com.- 
municaliou is of the vory fii-st necoseity, and 
should bo maiutaincd as puuctuully as tliu 
financial resoaicos of Iho GovorninoDt will 
allow. The position of a settler in tho 
outlying districts is trying, enough witlioiil 
making him fool all the iliBhcnrlciiiiifj 
effects of complcto isolation. It is not iilumi 
in the matter of correspondonce wiili tlic 
outer world, that he is placed at a dii^ail- 
vantage, but his mntorial and spiritual inter- 
ests are equally neglected. There is no 
certainty about his moana of getting his 
prodnoe to inatket. His grain nn<l his 
potatoes, hia butter and his eggs, iiKiy he 
ioc weeks awaiting shipment, inuoh In liie 
dateiioratlon of tho produce, mid the incou- 
Tenienco as well as loaa to himself. 'I'lic 
Sabbath day brings to him no preachiir «il 
the Gospel, because oo Minister can iilhnd 
to rislt the detention and irregularity d the 
means of communication, and so wo do|)iivi' 
one of the inai.istnys of the colony of soriiil, 
material and raligioua assistatioe. This is 
csttainly not tho way to induce men to settle 
up our wastes, 'rUa duty ol the Uovuru- 
ment should be to bring the outlying pro- 
ducer into the closest possible conneoiion 
with the conhumer. When muncy "ua 
voted for a coast service this was Iha c?pf cm 
object, and no accldoiil to a aiiiglo ste:unor 
should have caused the disruption lliat 
has taken place liuco tho Fidolilcr 
collisioD. When we come to oommu- 
nioation with Nanaimo — with the most 
productive place in tho colony— we liud 
that it is now a lortnigbl sinoo a slciuncr 
left Victoria for that port. This is simply 
outrageous. Whou llio Fidoliter ran, wu 
had communication with the northern o ast 
Iwioo a week, and the oiroumstanoes of (he 
oase really warranted the trips. The 
demand is fully as great now as then. Na 
naimo, as well as tho agricultural disim ts. 
calls f'^'- steady staam communication, iuid 
for ftoquent curamuuioation, and tho 
interests of the country demand that tho ■ hII 
ahall be satisfaolorily answered. 

When Mr. DeCosmos brought forward hin 
motion last session to open up the road tu 
Nanaimo and Cowioban, wc opposed the 
■nggestion on tho ground of expense ; I'lii 
recent circumstauces, which Imvo led to ihe 
neglect of the northern setilemonts, show un- 
mistakably the necQssity of a road conncciinj,' 
Victoria with these districts. A propositi. m 
ii at present before the House that will cnahlo 
this scheme to be carried out at very reason- 
able expense, and we hope tho morahers will 
give it thoir warm support. Wc cannot have 
irregular and uncertain ooraraunication willi 
our productivo comraunities. Wo cannul 
risk the comfort and interests of our setii' is 
on tho collision of nisteamer. We want a 
means of travel nnaOected by bead win 
thick weather, or a mistake in tho navigatimi 
laws, and this can only ho obtained hy iho 
oonslruclion of, or opening out a liind ruuio 
This, however, cannot be done beloro in'xt 
summer; iu the maantimo we would iininisn 
apon the Govornment Ibe oeoessity of ha\ ing 
regular steam communioation with the oonh- 
ere settlemeots, and that iho soonur a v> . ol 
is detailed for the service tho holier.

All have been aecusliniied 
from time iniiiieinorial to come lo Cdinoi at 
tho fisbin ; seusoii, iis salmon id exccll-'til 
flavor and inrgo size are abiiiidiiiu in our 
Courlonny river, but generally part of them 
go to Qiiaiicum liver, Salmon river and oilier 
places.

Of course the Eu- 
olatawj denied tho tho.'ls, hnil after eiiiing 
sullicieiit liih tlioy relurned norlhward. — 
I^ast Octnber they relurned in f^realet hirce 
than in former yeani, in cousciiuimico ol 
heavy rains in the north having owollm die 
rivi'ia and spuilcd the upper li^lierirs. 'I hiy 
had more niu.skets than formerly because 
they are belter able to buy lluiin than bc- 
lore. There has been no thieving by either 
tribo ; no rows among themselves eausud hy 
whisky; no hghts or other "diHicultiOa" wiih 
while moo ; but, ou the whole, they have 
hitherto ooniiucted themselves like re.spioi- 
able savages. They benefit the setllenieut 
by cheapening Indian labor, by selling veni- 
son, fish, etc, cheaper, and by working bot» 
tcr than the Comox, who are very lazy ; 
thev buy considerable quantities of potatoes. 
Notwithatanding this Mr. Cave, when he 
went to Nanalmo with his Indian prisoner 
" Little Dick" laid a complaint helore our 
Magistrate, and desired that a gunbiat 
should conpol the whole tribo lo leave. He 
says ho was asked to do so by the ConMx 
on whoso potatoo ground one pariy o( 
W'eiwakls hail camped. The Ciimo.x say 
they did rio care lor this as tho two iribog 
are friendly. 'J'lio Forward arrived, and on 
Mr. Gave rrdering the KhaUahmaiclies 
Eucletaws lo leave they bccime angry, 
aaked what they had done lo merit .siicli 
treatment ; soiiio said they would leave when 
thoy hud flniebed lishing, and some relu-ed 
to go. I3efore going to Xanaiino he had 
threatened to send a " Ityiis man-o-war " lu 
destroy their canoes if they did not leave, 
and it was quite natural for them to imigh 
at the Forward as it ia evident she was in- 
adeqaale lo the work of extermination had ii 
been oecasssry to attempt it ; bat on the 
arrival of ti 3 Sutlej, Clio and Sparrowhawk 
they saw th iinselves overpow'bred, and did 
oot know will what 'o do. Let it be urder- 
Blood that this wa> i.i the middle of tbe Qih- 
ing season, that nuuo uf the fish were dry, und 
removal in such a slate would spoil them ; 
lhal numbers had not fi-hed much, being em 
ployed by the settlors in potalne digging, itc . 
and that no crime was laid to !'n'ir charge ; 
and the reasons for their stub! itiirss will ap- 
pear. — The .settlers seising this, and rciiiiinng 
the services ol the Indians lor a moiiili or yn 
longer, held a meeting at the Bay niitl 
strongly condemned the conduct nf .M'. ('.tva 
in mcddliiit; with matters which had no 
eonnection ivith liis .Missionary datio.-, and 
np()oirited a deputation lo wait on the .\d- 
miral to lell him ttie views of the settlers on 
the i|UL'Stion, but us the Admiral appointed 
anotliiT inii'liiig, al which ho wished all lo 
attend their services were dispensed with. A 
large meeting was then hell in the Mis.-loii 
House, and on a division tho majirily weru io 
favor ol tbe Snoletaws being allowed to re 
main to Gnisb their fishing. 

It certainly did appear from the que.siions 
put by the Admiral that be had been tam- 
pered with previously to tbe meeting, and 
prejudiced igairiat the Euoletows and settlers 
who wit'lioi ;lia;n to be unmolested. I!ul hn 
gilt a tree ej.pres.sion of our views, boii;;; ( uu- 
tioued agi.ii'.'U receiving with ciedence nl.ite- 
uii'riM of a contrary character. That wo 
con-idere I lo had no right to lurce the Kii- 
clelawH lu l-.'uvo ; 11 iLcy did sli'al to punish 
the thieves, that we want a Jnslico of the 
Peace and in oecasioiml visit nl a guali'iat. 
Ho distinctly stated that as th" KuehMaws 
had all been onh'ted oil before In.' would ^hiiw 
thorn that they must i^o iinw. in nrder lo 
niip(iort tho iiiitlioriiy ol the (J ni'riimunl.

Wo oon.-'i .kr tliul the Kuelataws have the 
privileges i I Hritish subjects, and as such 
liave as good a right lo visit Comox as any 
other men, mi long as lliny behave lliemselve.s, 
and it is in lair to jiunish them thus boloto 
II117 have doiio wrong. 

Uy this nterruption ol Ihoir fishing they 
have not ob.alnod enough of salmon, as about 
a dozun tyhoos, etc., wore kept on board tho 
Sutlej for suuio days, and the rest were so 
excited thi.t thoy would neither work lor 
themselves nor for others. This will make 
tboni tho more readily steal potatoes, and il 
harsh measures had been resorted to reprU 
sals might have been made on the cattle, and 
perhaps on tho persons of the settlers.
